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Presented  in  the  following  tables  are  estimates  of  farm  disposition  and 
value  of  rice,  by  States,  for  the  yearB  of  1909  through  1950*  The  estimates 
for  the  years  1944-50,  inclusive,  are  revised  in  instances  where  1950  U.  S, 
Census  and  other  data  indicated  revisions  were  necessary.  Attention  is 
directed  to  the  fact  that  the  entire  series  of  data  (1909-50)  are  published  on 
the  basis  of  equivalent  100  pound  bags  of  rough  rice.  Beginning  July  1,  1950 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  Rico  Advisory 
Committee  (RMA)  and  others,  changed  the  official  unit  of  rice  from  bushels  to 
pounds.  Thus,  this  publication  presents  for  the  first  time  the  entire  series 
of  production  and  disposition  estimates  of  rice  on  the  new  unit  of  measure. 

Estimates  of  farm  disposition  relate  to  the  disposition  of  a  given 
year's  production  of  rice  on  farms  producing  the  crop.  Estimates  of  the  quan¬ 
tities  of  rice  fed  to  livestock  and  for  farm  household  use  represent  the  por¬ 
tion  of  the  year's  production  used  for  these  purposes  on  farms  that  produced 
the  crop;  thus,  they  do  not  represent  total  quantities  of  rice  ultimately  used 
for  these  purposes  on  all  farms.  Prior  to  1944,  no  separation  was  made 
between  the  quantities  of  seed  rice  purchased  and  homegrown.  Therefore,  dur¬ 
ing  the  period  of  1909-43  the  quantity  of  rice  sold  represents  the  difference 
between  production  and  the  sum  of  the  quantities  used  for  feed  and  food  on 
farms  where  the  crop  was  grown  plus  the  total  quantity  of  rice  used  for  seed¬ 
ing  the  following  year's  crop.  Beginning  in  1944  the  estimates  of  sales 
Include  the  quantity  of  rice  that  was  sold  for  seed;  thus  the  difference 
between  total  seed  and  homegrown  seed  would  represent  purchased  seed  which  is 
included  in  the  quantity  sold.  The  primary  source  of  the  basic  data  for  these 
estimates  is  the  rice  growers  themselves,  who  through  mailed  questionnaires, 
report  for  their  own  farms  the  quantities  of  rice  produced  and  used  on  the 
farm  for  each  purpose# 

The  value  of  sales  is  computed  by  multiplying  the  season  average  price 
by  the  estimated  quantity  sold.  Total  production  and  quantities  consumed  in 
the  farm  home  are  also  evaluated  at  the  season  average  price.  Prior  to  1950 
these  estimates  were  published  on  a  bushel  basis  but  have  been  converted  to  a 
hundredweight  basis  in  this  publication,  using  45  pounds  per  bushel.  In  gen¬ 
eral,  the  original  published  values  for  the  crop  years  1909-43  have  not  been 
changed.  As  a  result  the  product  of  quantity  times  price  on  the  hundredweight 
basis  occasionally  differs  slightly  from  the  published  estimate.  The  value 
estimates  are  for  the  marketing  season,  or  crop-years,  and  should  not  be  con¬ 
fused  with  cash  income,  which  is  calculated  for  the  calendar  year# 

The  season  average  price  estimates  are  computed  by  weighting  the  mid¬ 
month  prices  by  estimated  monthly  marketings  with  an  allowance  for  unredeemed 
loan  and  purchase  agreement  deliveries  when  such  quantities  were  significant# 
The  mid-month  prices  are  published  currently  in  "Agricultural  Prices.®  In 
California  the  mid-month  price  estimates  since  1941  have  related  only  to  open 
market  sales  while  the  season  average  price  estimates  include  an  allowance  for 
all  other  sales*
